“ I’m 
not for spending any 
more money tiian we need for 
this,” Romney told the legisla­ 
tive study committee which out­ 
lined the plans for him. 
They included a m aster bed­ 
room and four others, a library 
or den. a family living room 
and dining room, a 
recreation 
room, a place to accommodate 
groups as large as 150 for in­ 
formal 
dining, 
an 
enclosed 
swimming pool and a four-car 
garage. 
Topic Unusual 
There also would be a state 
room 
for 
receptions, 
a 
state 
iiiimg room to accommodate 24 
persons, 
two 
state 
bedrooms 
and 
a 
sitting 
room, 
service 
areas, utilities including a kitch­ 
en and serving room, a laun­ 
dry and elevator and quarters 
for a staff including a driver- 
guard. 
Such 
an 
official 
governor’s 
residence 
could 
be 
built 
for 
about $750,000, A. N. Languis, 
head of the State Building Divi­ 
sion, told the committee. 
It was the first time Romney 
has api>cared before a 
legisla­ 
tive committee in his two years 
;n office. But the topic — what 
kind 
of 
official 
residence 
to 
build for the governor — was 
considered unusual. 
At one jx>int, he .shrugged and 
said: "I don’t expect to occupy 
it anyway.” 
Public Or Private? 
The 
committee’s 
concept, 
Romney said, “ ceases to be a 
governor’s 
residence 
and 
be­ 
comes a governor’s mansion.” 
The two-story and basement 
dwelling, descried by the com­ 
mittee as “ modest yet dignified 
in character,” would be air con­ 
ditioned and would include a 
terrace end gardens and park­ 
ing for 15 cars. 
The 
family 
portion 
of 
the 
house would be isolated from 
tile state portion. 
“You ought to make it. possi­ 
ble for the family involved to 
have some privacy/* Romney 
observed. 
The governor agreed with the 
Committee 
that the 
residence 
should be made a part of the 
capitol 
development 
area 
di­ 
rectly lo the rear of the State 
Capitol, or should be near it. 
Public rooms, Romney said, 
could be attached to the planned 
new State Library or Supreme 
Court Building and be used for 
other official state purposes. 
lf possible, Romney suggest­ 
ed. tile residence could be situ­ 
ated at one end of a planned 
park-like mall, with the reno­ 
vated State Capitol at the other 
end as showplaces of the capitol 
complex. 
If public rooms are included 
in the residence, Romney said, 
they should be oi>en to visitors. 
The basic decision, said Rom­ 
ney, is whether this is to be a 
family or a public residence. If 
it is going to be public, he said, 
it should be public.

chines shouldered the task to­ 
day of cleaning up after the 
West’s Christmas week floods, 
called by the governor of Cali­ 
fornia “ a major American dis­ 
aster.” 
A massive airlift hoisted food 
and 
emergency 
repair 
equip­ 
ment into stricken northwestern 
California. 
Snow 
and 
falling 
tem per­ 
atures added to the misery of 
refugees from high water and 
threatened again to block heli­ 
copter delivery of food bundles 
to hundreds marooned in the 
high California timber country 
for the ninth straight day. 
Communities Cut Off 
Between 400 and 500 persons 
were isolated in vestpocket lum­ 
bering and mining communities 
along the Klamath and Salmon 
rivers in extreme northern Cali­ 
fornia. They have been cut off 
since 
Dec. 
21. 
Civil 
Defense 
workers said they undoubtedly 
were getting desperate for food. 
Dozens of helicopters were in 
Yreka, Calif., near the Oregon 
border loaded for mercy mis­ 
sions but unable to take off be­ 
cause of snow and icing condi­ 
tions. 
“ We get a three-hour break in 
the weather,” said Yreka Civil 
Defense chief Bill Sowle, “ and 
you’re going to see the dam ned­ 
est airlift out of here you’ve 
ever seen. 
“This is very, very rugged, 
mountainous country. In some 
areas we’ll have to evacuate 
and in others we’ll have to drop 
supplies. We have a report of 14 
children in one house at Oak 
Bottom 70 miles west of here on 
the 
Klamath. 
I’m 
concerned 
about those people and I ’m con­ 
cerned 
about 
the

on 
whom we have no reports at 
all.” 
Equipment Rushed 
Roughly the northern third of 
California, all Oregon and 14 
counties 
in 
Washington 
had 
been declared a disaster area, 
enabling the region to receive 
special government assistance. 
Uncounted thousands of men 
were at work in the three coast 
states, and Idaho and Nevada, 
also hit by floods, beginning the 
restoration of roads and high­ 
ways.

contractors halted work on con­ 
struction projects and sent their 
men and heavy equipment to 
the ani of state, county and city 
crews in the mop-up operations.

banks are $6.75 a hundred­ 
weight and whites are near $5. 
These prices are more than 
double those of a year ago. 
“How long these prices will 
hold

starting to dig new potatoes in 
Florida 
and 
California 
now, 
but these acreages are small 
and won’t have a big market 
influence. 
However 
potatoes 
planted in late December in 
Texas, Florida and California 
will be of sizeable acreage and 
they will influence the market 
when they are harvested the 
first of April.” 
Heirman said that the year 
hadn’t been all roses in Delta 
potato industry as some har­ 
vests 
were 
caught 
by 
field 
frost, which causes decay and 
creates storage problems for 
growers. 
Yield Normal 
Delta County’s acreage and 
yield were normal for recent 
years with about 600 acres of 
commercial production compar­ 
ed with more than 2,000 acres 
25 years ago. Yield has been 
greatly Increased. 
Dairy farming is the biggest 
source of agricultural income 
and by and large milk prices 
were about the same as in 1963, 
said Heirman, or up only frac­ 
tionally. The long term trend 
toward fewer dairy farmers and 
larger ones continued and as 
dairy farm numbers declined 
the number of beef cattle en­ 
terprises increased. 
Dairy herd testing was en­ 
couraged to increase efficiency 
and relate feeding to produc­ 
tion, and the county has never 
had as efficient a group of 


farmers as it has today, nor 
have they ever had so much 
capital invested In their farms. 
A $50,000 investment is com­ 
monplace and many are larger 
than that. 
More Beef Rancher 
The Bay de Noc Beef Breed­ 
ers Association’s October sale of 
feeder cattle did 
well here. 
Heifer calves sold for one cent 
under the Gaylord sale, which 
is nearer the feed lots and 
therefore more economical for 
transportation.

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What Is Millage? 


Mayor John Reind! of Menominee, who is sin a ii 
enough to have been a counter-spy for Hie PPJ in World 
War II, wishes that someone would think up a way to 
explain millage so simply that all the public would un­ 
derstand about it. “I wish millage could be broken down 
to dollars and cents,” Reindl told the Menominee County 
Board of Supervisors when it wrestled with a proposal 
that it change its property tax allocation base, which 
is usually expressed in mills. 
Even when millage is rendered in dollars and cents 
it can be confusing. Tt is the practice of taxing officials 
to juggle tile millage (tax rate) instead of property 
valuation assessments each year in levying taxes. In­ 
stead of adjusting the valuation up to its current figure 
on the tax roll, the rate is adjusted to compensate for 
the lack of valuation increase adjustment. 
(A mill is a thousandth pail, a tenth of a cent. A 
one mill tax is a tax of $1 on a property valuation of 
$1,000.)

The Menominee County Board of Supervisors was 
asked by the school administrators of the county to 
propose freezing the lo mill property tax allocation at 
its present figures in a public referendum. This could 
be voted by the people for a period of years under pro­ 
visions of the new state constitution. Schoolmen said 
that if they knew in advance what school share of the 
15 mills would be they could plan school financing bet­ 
ter. 
Tile Menominee Board elected not to set up its own 
15 mill tax allocation as permitted by the new constitu­ 
tion, but said it would consider the question again in 
1965. Supervisor Carl Rye of Ingalls proposed that the 
county allocate the millage: 6.65 mills to the county, 
0.75 mill for townships, 0.1 mill for the intermediate 
school district and 7.50 mills for the school districts: 
total 15 mills. These are the current allocations. 
“We have a problem,” said Mayor Reindl. “Tf we 
set the millage at 15 we won’t be able to swing things, 
and I’ve talked to people in the street and they won’t 
go for 18.” (The people can raise the millage limit to 18 
mills by referendum.)

Reverse Legalism 
Article I, Section 9, Paragraph 3 of the U.S. Con­ 
stitution forbids Congress to pass any ex post facto law. 
This means that no one can be punished for doing 
something which wasn’t illegal until a law was passed 
after the action. 
But what happens when Congress passes an ‘‘ex 
post facto” law of a different kind—a law that makes 
legal what was once illegal in certain states? Are per­ 
sons who were convicted prior to the new law now to 
be set free0 
The Supreme Court has ruled that, at least in the 
matter of state segregation laws, they are. Further­ 
more. all cases pending under those laws are wiped out 
because of the passage of the Civil Rights Law of 1961. 
It was another one of those close decisions, with 
five justices voting for the ruling and four against. 
The latter based their dissents on tile question of 
whether Congress had intended this effect when writ­ 
ing the law.

Must Be Prepared 
One of the hard lessons I 
think I’ve learned from experi­ 
ence is that it is very difficult 
in a free society to get funda­ 
mental action that is needed ex­ 
cept in a crisis situation or 
where there is sufficient con­ 
cern about some major public 
need so there is wide public 
support for a particular course 
of action. The fact of the matter 
is we have needed to put our 
selves in this sound position in 
order to meet educational, men 
tai health and public safety 
needs more adequately than we 
have met them in the past.

Detroit Schools 
Lump First Three 
Grades Into One 


DETROIT—After three years 
of successful experimentation, 
all Detroit elementary schools 
will shift the first few grades 
to nongraded primary units— 
combining kindergartners and 
first graders and later adding 
the second and perhaps third 
grades. 
Supt. Samuel M. Brownell 
reported the “massive shift” 
plan is to take place starting 
with the second semester on 
Feb. 3. All 
220 
elementary 
.schools in the city will have 
kindergartners and first grad­ 
er 
in a single primary unit. 
Later, he said, the second grade 
will be “phased in” to the pri­ 
mary unit too. 
Children between the ages of 
five and seven will no longer 
change grades each year. Most 
will stay in the primary unit 
for three years before starting 


third grade, but some may fin­ 
ish in two years and others 
might take four years, Brownell 
said. 
Children are grouped within 
the primary unit according to 
their progress and not accord­ 
ing to age. For this reason, 
there are no “failures” in the 
common sense of the word. 
The nongraded 
primary is 
being enthusiastically received 
bv educators and has met with 
no protests from parents, its 
director,

Kluwe, said. She Is in charge 
of elementary reading in the 
public schools.

Laid Blanket On

Dust la commanding atten­ 
tion nowadays from scientists 
•a well as housewives. 
The dust that interests the 
scientists comes from space, the 
National 
Geographic 
Society 
says. Several million tons drift 
down through the atmosphere 
each year and mix with dirt 
from terrestrial sources. Now 
and 
then, 
a 
housewife 
may 
sweep up a trace of space dust, 
not dreaming it came from the 
moon or beyond. 
Moon dust may be .sprayed 
toward the earth when a m e­ 
teor smacks into a lunar m oun­ 
tain. The impact could be so 
great that some fragments es­ 
cape the moon’s gravity and 
eventually come to the earth. A 
ton or more of lunar dust may 
filter through the atmosphere 
each day. 
As the earth orbits around 
the sun, it picks up countless 
other micrometeroids — tiny 
bits of matter — that are left 
behind by passing comets or 
asteroids. The total accumula­ 
tion since the earth ’s formation 
may amount to as much as IO 
feet over its entire surface.
